Land  Grab 


FOR  THE  BIRDS...

Lower  Potrero  Hill  residents  are 
gearing  up  to  fight  yet  another  develop- 
ment/proposal planned  for  their  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  area  commonly  known  as  Dogpatch. 
whose  boundaries  are  Mariposa  Street 
on  the  north,  23rd  Street  on  the  south, 
Indiana  Street  on  the  west,  and  3rd 
Street  on  Ilie  cast,  is  slated  for  b 
massive  change,  if  the  new  proposal 
by  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Research  (SPUR)  is  looked  upon  favor- 
ably by  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

This  plan  calls  for  500  acres  between 
Mariposa  Street  and  Islais  Creek  to  be 
developed,  with  25,000  new  housing 
units,  retail  outlets  and  open  space. 

In  its  efforts  to  mobilize  Hill  residents 
to  come  to  a  packed  June  30  meeting  on 
the  issue,  the  Potrero  Boosters  Neigh- 
borhood Assn.  raised  a  number  of  key 
concerns  about  the  SPUR  proposal. 
Among  them: 

•SPUR  has  proposed  very  high  density, 
80  foot  tall  housing  to  extend  from  Mari- 
posa Street  to  Cesar  Chavez  Street 
along  the  entire  length  of  Indiana  Street 
and  paralleling  the  280  freeway. 

•  The  plan  will  move  existing  viable 
industry  out. 

•  SPUR  proposes  to  increase  the  popu- 
lation of  the  adjacent  Central  Water- 
front District  to  25,000  people,  twice 
the  current  population  of  Potrero  Hill. 

•  Historical  buildings  are  not  considered 
in  the  plan. 

•  Inadequate  space  has  been  allotted 
for  usable  parks. 

•  The  SPUR  plan  calls  for  at  least 
2,000  live/work  units. 

•  The  plan  was  devised  "without 
neighborhood  input  and  without  neighbor- 
hood representation." 

In  addition,  members  of  the  newly 
formed  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  the 
New  Central  Waterfront  Plan,  organ- 
ized in  response  to  the  SPUR  proposal, 
sent  a  letter  June  27  to  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  outlining  their  concerns. 

The  letter  is  being  turned  into  a  peti- 
tion that  will  be  available  for  Potrero 
Hillers  to  sign,  and  a  series  of  neighbor- 
hood workshops  on  the  issues  raised  in 
the  letter  are  being  planned.

You  Can  Buy  a  Bit  of  Esprit 
Park  at  July  12  Benefit  Picnic 


"Psst  .  .  .  Wanna  buy  a  park?" 

For  the  second  year,  Potrero  Hill 
residents  will  indeed  have  a  chance  to 
buy  a  park  —  by  the  square  foot  —  at 
the  July  12  Picnic  in  the  Park,  a  celebra- 
tion and  fundraiser  sponsored  by 
Friends  of  Esprit  Park. 

The  noon— 4  p.m.  gathering  is  slated 
for  the  park  on  Minnesota  Street  be- 
tween 19th  and  20th  Streets.  This 
second  annual  event  will  once  again 
offer  supporters  of  the  drive  to  raise 
enough  money  to  secure  the  land's 
status  a  chance  to  "buy"  the  park,  bit 
by  bit.  Each  square  foot  is  "sold"  for 


$10,  and  contributors  receive  a  beauti- 
fully illustrated  "deed"  to  their  land. 

In  addition.  Friends  of  Esprit  Park  will 
be  "selling"  rhododendrons  and  redwood 
trees  for  a  somewhat  higher  contribu- 
tion. Certificates  of  ownership  for 
these  Esprit  Park  growing  things 
specify  that  owners  must  enjoy  their 
"purchases"  in  the  park,  rather  than  take 
them  home. 

Last  year's  Picnic  in  the  Park  raised 
some  $8,000  towards  the  price  of 
purchasing  the  land  from  the  Esprit 
Corp.

Editor: 

Thanks  once  again  for  sending  The 
View,  which  1  share  every  month  with 
students  and  other  readers  of  the  English 
language,  who  are  always  impressed, 
often  astounded  at  the  stories  of  com- 
munity involvement  at  the  neighborhood 
level,  and  other  "we  can  do  it"  stories. 

Friends  here  in  "Stare  Miasto"  (old  city) 
in  Lodz.  Poland's  "Second  City,"  are 
almost  at  tlie  courage  level  to  start  a 
newspaper  to  plug  the  good  sides  and 
explore  the  true  story  of  the  place  in 
which  they  live. 

Some  things  in  the  June  View  made  me 
want  to  comment:  The  first  is  the  note 
that  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  will  be 
getting  the  book  "Jacob  the  Liar," 
about  a  specific  person  right  here  in 
Lodz,  in  this  very  neighborhood,  which 
once  contained  the  notorious  work- 
concentration  camp  "Lodz  Ghetto." 
(actually  called  "Litzmannstadt  Ghetto." 
as  the  city  was,  from  1939-45,  annexed 
to  Germany  and  renamed  for  a  WWI 
German  general.  Litzmann.) 

While  I  haven't  read  the  book  (new 
books  in  English  are  still  hard  to  get 
here),  it  has  impressed  its  readers  and 
critics,  and  probably  deserves  its  1997 
translator's  prize  —  from  what  language 
1  don't  know.  It  impressed  one  reader, 
Marsha  Williams,  enough  that  she  got 
on  the  horn  and  raised  enough  money 
to  make  a  full  feature  movie  of  it!  It 
was  filmed'  in  part  here  (actually  in  a 
smaller  neighboring  city.  Piotrkow 
Trybunalska),  with  interiors  then  filmed 
in  Budapest,  which  must  have  better 
tax  rates  for  film  productions  than  in 
Poland. 

Marsha  Williams  is  from  the  Bay 
Area,  and  she  had  the  good  sense  to 
recommend  that  her  actor-husband 
Robin  play  Jacob,  an  "insignificant" 


man  who  becomes  privy  to  the  newrs 
that  the  Red  Army  is  approaching, 
and  tries  to  give  the  remaining  Ghetto 
residents  the  hope  of  rescue,  of  life. 

The  film  should  be  in  the  editing  rooms 
in  Hollywood  right  now  —  or  maybe  in 
Berkeley,  hopefully  without  too  many 
added  special  effects.  One  hopes  it  wiU 
be  a  "hit."  of  course.  First  let's  hope  it 
gels  finished,  then  that  it  gets  distribu- 
ted at  aU. 

Meanwhile,  the  library  will  have  the 

book,  listing  it  as  a  "book  for  teens." 
But  maybe  the  librarian  will  lend  it  to 
you  even  if  you're  20-something,  or 
beyond.  Don't  wait  for  the  movie.  If 
you  can  afford  it,  buy  the  book  and 
share  it,  then  mail  it  to  me! 

Other  comments:  The  Great  Sweep" 
project:  Poland  has  a  "Clean  Up  The 
World"  day  every  autumn.  On  the  other 
364  days  people  still  toss  their  beer  cans 
and  McDonald's  boxes  and  cups  any- 
where, as  in  American  movies.  The 
need  for  new  pre-school  (same  need 
here,  because  the  budget  for  education 
has  collapsed  since  the  fall  of  commu- 
nism, so  illiteracy  is  on  the  rise).  Or 
preserving/providing  for  wild  bird 
habitat  along  Mission  Creek.  (Story 
balanced  by  the  Habitat  for  Humanity 
item  on  Page  7.  Incidentally,  HFH, 
begun  by  Jimmy  Carter,  has  a  chapter 
in  the  southern  Poland  city  of  GHwice, 
and  is  building  homes  for  last  year's 
flood  victims,  as  well  as  victims  of 
privatization  layoffs.)^ 

Every  item  in  the  June  View  reminds 
me  of  a  parallel  story  or  problem  in 
Poland. 

Keep  up  the  good  journalism!

The  defeat  of  Proposition  K,  which  would  have  allowed  the  City  to  override  the 
Jarvis-Gann  spending  limits  for  a  period  of  four  years,  to  ward  off  the  budget  cuts 
in  health,  Mimi.  police,  fire  and  library  budgets,  showed  the  need  for  regular  meetings 
and  consultations  between  Mayor  Agnos  and  the  campaign  activists  who  helped  elect 
him  Mayor.

course  of  the  two  years  SPUR  worked 
on  their  proposal  is  inexcusable  and  has 
created  a  skewed  perception  of  this 
area  as  a  blighted  industrial  wasteland," 
the  letter  charged.  The  Ad  Hoc  Comm- 
ittee urged  that  "a  Central  Waterfront 
Plan  must  give  the  same  consideration 
to  the  residents  and  businesses  already 
in  the  Waterfront  Area  as  to  those  yet 
to  come." 

The  letter  also  pointed  out  that  "if 
SPUR  had  communicated  with  the  people 
in  the  district,  they  would  have  under- 
stood that  it  is  a  vibrant  area  in  which 
people  love  to  live  and  work." 

Rezoning,  the  Committee  emphasized, 
should  be  done  first  before  any  develop- 
ment is  considered,  "to  avoid  further  r 
proliferation  of  live/work  units,"  which 
it  charges,  "are  inharmonious  with 
existing  residential  structures  and 
drive  out  viable  commercial  and  indus- 
trial concerns." 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  called  for  "a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  existing 
commercial  and  manufacturing  enter- 
prises," with  "a  priority  made  toward 
keeping  jobs  in  the  area  and  the  City 
at  large." 

Members  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
stressed  that  "the  waterfront  area  should 
be  preserved  for  uses  consistent  with 
maritime  related  industry  and  activity, 
and  public  access  to  the  waterfront 
should  be  provided."  The  letter  also 
pointed  out  that  "Proposition  M  and  the 
Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  set  a  40 
foot  height  limit  along  the  waterfront 
and  this  must  be  followed." 

Boosters  Neighborhood  Assn.  President 
Dick  Millet  told  The  View  that  the 
proposed  80  foot  height  limit,  with  its 
accompanvine  density,  were  stronc-lv 
criticized  by  many  of  the  nearly  200 
people  who  packed  the  June  30  meeting. 

Millet  said  he  believed  the  repres- 
entatives from  SPUR  who  attended  the 
meeting  may  have  taken  notice  of  the 
strong  opposition  from  neighbors,  and 
he  said  the  SPUR  representatives 
appeared  to  "back  off  a  bit"  from  the 
tone  that  had  characterized  their 
presentation  at  an  earlier. meeting. 


SPUR,  a  non-profit  civic  planning 
organization,  traces,  its  roots  back  to 
the  days  following  the  1906  earthquake, 
when  a  group  of  what  SPUR  calls  "young 
civic  leaders"  became  concerned  about 
tenement  housing  that  was  springing  up 
after  the  disaster,  and  lobbied  in 
Sacramento  for  anti-tenement  legisla- 
tion. 

Today  SPUR  is  involved  in  most  major 
zoning  and  development  projects.  Jim 
Chappell,  president  of  the  organization.

calls  it  "one  of  the  most  influential 
think  tanks  in  the  country." 

And  although  Chappell  vehemently 
denies  that  the  group  represents  deve- 
lopers, the  current  board  of  directors 
boasts  Andrea  Jones,  project  manager 
for  Catellus;  Jack  Balr  of  the  San 
Francisco  Giants;  and  Gary  Gee.  a 
local  architect  associated  with  many 
live-work  projects  in  the  area.  The 
organization's  Waterfront  Committee 
is  chaired  by  Jeffrey  Heller,  another 
architect  heavily  involved  in  redevelop- 
ment. 

Sue  Hestor,  local  attorney  and  op- 
ponent of  the  current  live-work  boom, 
told  The  View  that  SPUR  frequently 
ODDOses  grassroots  oreanizations.  Hes- 
tor charges  that  the  dPOR  plans  ignore 
the  current  occupants  of  the  areas  to 
be  rezoned,  and  she  pointed  out  that 
the  new  plan  will  obliterate  expansion 
of  the  MUNI  lots  located  in  that  area. 

The  current  proposal  envisions  the 
rezoning  of  the  Central  Waterfront, 
which  is  the  area  between  Mariposa 
Street  and  Islais  Creek,  as  one  answer 
to  San  Francisco's  housing  crisis,  ihe 
report  by  SPUR  cites  this  area  as 
"replete  /ith  vacant  or  underutilized 
structures"  and  urges  plans  to  turn  this 
area  into  a  "vibrant  neighborhood." 

The  report  concludes  that  "with  the 
Mission  Bay  area  to  the  north  finally 
being  developed,  this  underutilized 
southern  part  of  San  Francisco's  Cen- 
tral Waterfront  is  the  next  frontier." 

An  additional  plan  for  the  new  fron- 
tier also  seeks  to  change  zoning  laws 
to  increase  density  and  height  limita- 
tions currently  in  place.  The  SPUR  plan 
calls  for  waterfront  housing  up  to  80 
feet  in  height  (the  current  limitations 
are  50  feet)  on  the  western  edge  of  this 
area,  along  1-280.  This  is  three  times 
the  height  of  current  residential  build- 
ings in  the  area. 

Rob  Anderson  and  several  other 
residents  of  Dogpatch  are  rallying 
to  save  that  frontier.  They  have 
formed  a  committee,  currently  named 
the  Lower  Potrero  Neighborhood 
Association,  whose  initial  purpose 
is  to  draft  a  letter  to  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  and  other  city  officials  to 
slop  the  SPUR  proposal.

Although  Esprit  had  originally  set  the 
value  of  the  land  at  S4  million,  they 
have  adjusted  the  price  to  $2  million. 
Funds  banked  in  the  City's  Open  Space 

acquisition  fund  and  raised  by  Friends  of 
Esprit  Park  have  put  the  Friends  about 
half  way  toward  this  purchase  price. 

"As  long  as  we  continue  to  make  prog- 
ress in  our  ability  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  to  purchase  the  park.  Esprit  is 
being  patient,"  Seymour  said.  "We  hope 
the  picnic  will  continue  to  show  commu- 
nity involvement  and  interest  in  this 
effort,  and  demonstrate  that  the  park  is 
really  used  and  needed  by  local  people." 

Seymour  said  the  Friends  of  Esprit 
Park  will  be  attempting  to  gel  funds 
from  foundation  grants.  She  also  indicat- 
ed that  Assemblywoman  Carole  Migden 
will  once  again  try  to  get  an  allocation 
of  $500,000  towards  the  park  purchase 
through  the  California  Legislature.  Al- 
though her  last  effort  passed  the 
Legislature,  it  was  vetoed  by  Governor 
Pete  Wilson.

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There's  No  Need  to  Waste  Leftover  Food: 
Here  Are  Some  Ideas  About  What  to  Do 


According  to  U.S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture estimates,  more  than  one-quarter 
of  all  food  produced  for  human  consump- 
tion is  thrown  out  as  solid  waste.  In  San 
Francisco,  we  throw  away  more  than 
650,000  pounds  of  food  a  day  —  much  of 
which  is  still  edible.  Yet  while  27  per- 
cent of  the  food  delivered  to  San  Fran- 
cisco ends  up  in  the  landfill,  90,000  peo- 
ple in  San  Francisco  are  at  risk  of  going 
hungry  each  month. 

With  the  help  of  community  groups 
and  tlie  food  industry,  however,  much  of 
this  wasted  food  can  be  used  to  help  end 
hunger  in  San  Francisco.  Whether  it's  a 
few  servings  of  prepared  dishes  or  a 
large  volume  of  surplus  food,  Food 
Runners  and  the  San  Francisco  Food 
Bank  can  redistribute  edible  food  to 
those  in  need. 

Both  organizations  collect  food  from 
the  community  and  distribute  it  to  more 
than  300  agencies  in  San  Francisco. 
These  agencies  include  soup  kitchens, 
food  pantries,  homeless  shelters, 
community  centers,  AIDS  service  pro- 
viders, senior  centers  and  after  school 
programs. 

Donors  of  food  are  protected  from 
liability  by  "The  Good  Samaritan  Law," 
passed  in  California  in  1988.  This  law 
protects  food  businesses  that  donate 
surplus  food  to  non-profit  organizations. 

Food  Runners  (929-1866)  collects  pre- 
pared and  perishable  food  from  restau- 
rants, caterers,  hotels  and  businesses 
and  immediately  delivers  this  food  to 
a  shelter  or  food  assistance  program. 
Food  Runners  offers  seven  day  a  week 
pick-up  service  between  8  a.m.  and 
1 1  p.m. 

The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank,  located 
on  Potrero  Hill,  (957-1076)  collects 
perishable  fresh  produce  and  bread  as 
well  as  packaged  food  from  markets, 
processors,  community  groups,  congre- 
gations, farmers  and  individuals. 

The  food  is  stored  at  the  Food  Bank's 
warehouse  where  agencies  visit  weekly 
to  select  fresh  produce  and  packaged 


food  for  meal  programs  and  pantries. 
The  Food  Bank  offers  pick-up  service 
between  8:30  a.m.  and  5:30  p.m.  week- 
days. Small  quantities  of  packaged  food 
can  be  dropped  off  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Food  Bank  warehouse  at  333 
Illinois  Street  (weekdays  —  8:30  a.m.  - 
3:30  p.m.). 

Leftover  food  that  is  not  edible, 
along  with  non-edible  trimmings  such 
as  peelings,  etc.,  is  also  a  resource 
that  con  be  recycled  through  a  process 

called  composting.  Carrot  peels,  coffee 
grounds  and  yard  clippings  can  become 
a  usable  soil  amendment  through 
composting.  And  composting  is  not 
just  for  residents  with  yards.  An  at- 
tractive earthworm  box  can  easily  fit 
under  a  table,  in  your  kitchen  or  on 
your  balcony. 

A  2'  by  2'  worm  bin  can  take  care  of 
all  the  fruit  and  vegetable  food  scraps 
from  a  two  person  household.  The  com- 
post you  generate  can  be  used  for  house 
plants,  placed  around  street  trees  or  be 
given  to  friends  with  plants  or  gardens. 

If  you  have  a  yard  and  a  place  for  a 
compost  bin,  all  you  need  to  do  is  place 
compostable  materials  (such  as  sawdust, 
lawn  clippings,  small  twigs  and  branches, 
and  food  wastes  such  as  leftovers  from 
salad  preparations,  egg  shells,  vegetable 
peels,  and  coffee  grounds)  in  the  bin  and 
within  a  few  months,  you'll  get  a  crumbly 
brown,  sweet-smelling  material  that 
can  be  used  as  a  soil  amendment  for 
your  garden  and  container  plants. 

By  making  your  own  compost,  you  can 
spend  less  or  no  money  on  fertilizers. 
Compost  increases  soil  fertility,  making 
your  plants  healthier.  In  times  of 
drought,  compost  also  helps  retain  soil 
moisture,  lowering  your  watering 
needs. 

So  how  do  you  start  composting?  You 
may  wish  to  start  by  attending  a  free 
workshop.  The  San  Francisco  Recycl- 
ing Program  sponsors  free  workshops 
on  composting,  conducted  bythe  San 
Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners 
(SLUG).  In  July,  you  have  a  choice  of 


three  Saturday  morning  workshops 
(July  11,  18  or  25)  from  10  a.m.  to  noon 
at  SLUG'S  Garden  for  the  Environment. 
The  Garden  for  the  Environment  is 
located  at  7th  and  Lawton  in  the  Sunset 
District  and  has  a  number  of  compost- 
ing systems  on  display.  The  July  11 
workshop  also  focuses  on  container 
gardening. 

If  you  already  know  you  want  to 
start  composting  and  you're  looking  for 
a  high  quality,  low  cost  compost  bin, 
the  San  Francisco  Recycling  Program 
is  offering  the  Earth  Machine  to  San

Jewish  Film  Festival 
Slated  for  July  16-23

Fealurint;  films  and  videos  spolligliling 
the  Jewish  experience  around  llic  world, 
the  IHlh  jinniial  Jewish  Film  Festival  will 
hike  phiee  July  lfi-24  at  the  Cuslro  The- 
atre. Alii  Castro  St.  There  will  be  repeat 
showings  of  the  films  m  Berkeley,  Menlo 
I'ark  Hn<l  Larkspur. 

Special  programs  will  include  those  on 
"Israel  {."inema  Now"  and  "Gay/Jewish 
Identity"  as  well  as  a  number  of  films  on 
llthiopian  Jews,  lliose  by  young  Jewish 
filmmakers,  and  about  the  Jewish  exper- 
ience in  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  festival  will  open  Thursday  even- 
ing, July  IG  at  the  Castro  with  the  Bay 
Area  premiere  of  "The  Dybbuk  of  Holy 
Apple  Field,"  by  Israeli  director  Yossi 
Somer.  This  film  is  an  updated  version 
of  the  classic  Yiddish  folk  tale  of  a  young 
man  and  woman  promised  to  each  other 
at  birth  by  their  fathers  but  separated  by 
tragic  circumstance.  It  is  a  tale  of  brok- 
en promises,  of  possession,  and  of  love 
outlasting  life  on  this  earth.  The  story 
has  known  wide  appeal,  first  as  a  play, 
then  as  a  Yiddish  film,  and  most  recently 
as  a  play  by  "Angels  in  America's  "  Tony 
Kushner. 

Tl)e  current  version  is  set  in  modern- 
day  Israel,  witli  the  two  lovers  represent- 
ing the  secular  world  and  the  ultra-relig- 
ious one  in  today's  Jerusalem.  Oirector 
Sommer  clearly  intends  the  film  to  be  a 
commentary  on  the  power  of  the  ultra 
religious  communities  in  Isi-aei  today,  but 
he  shows  diversity  even  within  those 
communities. 

"Ttic  nybbuk"  can  be  appreciated  for 
political  overtones  or  its  mystical  under- 
pinnings, but  above  all,  this  version  of 
the  tale  makes  profoundly  clear  the  hold 
of  the  past  over  the  present,  the  effect 
of  history  and  promises,  and  liow  they  are 
forgotten  at  one's  peril.  Standouts  in  a 
powerful  cast  include  Ayelet  Z'urer  as 
the  young  woman  Lea  and  Orna  Forat  as 
tier  grandmother. 

Two  of  the  films  in  this  year's  Jewish 
Film  Festival  offer  rare  glimpses  into 
what  it  was  like  to  be  a  creative  artist  in 
the  Soviet  Union  under  Joseph  Stalin,  es- 
pecially if  one  was  Jewish  or  dealing  with 
Jewish  subjects. 

"Lveucni  Klialdei:  A  Photographer 
Under  Stalin"  (Castro/July  23/1  p.m.) 
offers  a  portrait  of  the  Russian  Jewish 
man  whose  photos  became  legend  in 
World  War  11,  and  who  was  the  subject  of 
an  exhibit  only  last  year  at  the  Jewish 
Museum  here  in  San  Francisco.  Khaldei 
died  last  year  at  age  80,  shortly  after  the 
film  was  completed. 

One  of  his  best  known  works  shows  the 
fall  of  the  Nazi  Reichstag  in  May,  1945, 
with  the  Russian  flag  hoisted  from  the 
top  of  the  building.  In  the  film,  Khaldei 
discusses  in  detail  how  the  shot  was  arr- 
anged, and  how  other  famous  photographs 
that  appeared  completely  spontaneous 
may  have  had  a  bit  of  help  from  the 
photographer  —  or  even  the  retoucher. 


While  "Evgueni  Khaldei"  is  a  document- 
-fv.  "Rothchild's  Violin"  (Castro/July  18/ 
7:30  p.m.)  is  a  docu-drama  about  Russian 
composer  Dmitri  Shostakovich  and  liis 
student  Benjamin  Fleisclimann,  who 
wrote  an  opera  based  on  Anton  Chekhov's 
short  story.  "Rothchild's  Violin."  When 
Fleisclimann  is  killed  in  the  defense  of 
Leningrad  during  World  War  II,  Shosta- 
kovich decides  to  finish  the  opera,  and 
encounters  opposition  from  Soviet  auth- 
orities because  the  opera  had  been  writt- 
en by  a  Jew  and  set  in  a  Jewish  village. 

The  film's  final  section  shows  how 
cultural  commissars  began  to  find  signs 
of  "rootless  cosmopolitanism"  in  Shosta- 
kovich's work.  In  a  segment  based  on  the 
composer's  own  writings  about  that  per- 
iod, "Rothchild's  Violin"  shows  visits  from 
a  number  of  worldwide  cultural  figures 
—  among  them  George  Bernard  Shaw, 
Pablo  Neruda,  Romain  Rolland  and  Paul 
Robeson. 

It  is  especially  interesting  that  as  many 
in  the  U.S.  commemorate  the  lOOth  ann- 
iversary of  Robeson's  birth,  the  film  in- 
cludes footage  of  his  trips  to  the  Soviet 
Union  and  raises  an  issue  that  has  been 
debated  for  years.  When  Robeson  met 
with  Soviet  Jewish  poet  Itzik  Feffer  dur- 
ing his  trip  after  World  War  II,  did  Robe- 
son know  that  Feffer  was  actually  in 
prison  at  tlie  point  of  their  meeting  and 
had  been  taken  out  of  jail  simply  to  con- 
vince Robeson  that  all  was  well  with 
Feffer  and  other  Soviet  Yiddish  writers? 

Shostakovich  speaks  eloquently  in  this 
section  of  the  film  about  vai-ious  and 
conflicting  pressures  on  creative  figures 
both  in  and  outside  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

Closing  night  selection  will  be  "Best 
Man"  (Castro/July  23/8:30  p.m.),  a  foll- 
owiip  to  the  20  year  old  Oscar  winner, 
"Best  Boy,"  which  examines  the  life  of 
the  filmmaker's  developmentally  chall- 
enged cousin.  In  "Best  Man,"  cousin 
Philly  becomes  a  man  in  Jewish  tradition 
as  he  prepares  for  his  Bar  Mitzvah. 

Among  other  films  of  special  interest 
are  "Treyf"  (Castro/July  21/5:45p.m), 
the  story  of  two  Jewish  lesbians,  which 
explores  the  conflicts  and  connections 
between  one's  ethnic  heritage,  political 
perspectives  and  sexual  orientations,  and 
"Out  for  Love  ...  Be  Back  Shortly" 
(Castro/Julyl9/3:30  p.m.),  which  focuses 
on  the  relationship  between  the  personal 
and  the  political  for  two  Israeli  young 
people  against  the  backdrop  of  the 
assassination  of  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin.
